ca used by one kind of g erm, but one 
of severa l g erms may ca use the in­ 
flammation. 
For exa mple, it may be 
the result of the “ pneumococcus” , the 
germ of pneumonia. 
Or it ma y come 
from the typhoid fever g erm, or the 
germ of the common cold 01 grippe. 
Still other g erms ma y produce rnen- 
ina’itis. 
The disease is often confused with 
cerebrospinal fever. 
The latter is a 
serious aud often fatal disea se.

They' are a consta nt source of da n­ 
ger to ith e health of a community . 
Fortuija tely . rigid health reg ula tions 
and itote la ws require periodic exa m ­ 
inations of all persons suspected of 
'Mrboring the mening ococcus. 
Car­ 
riers of this disea se m ust be isolated 
and "prevented from sprea ding the in ­ 
fection to others.

The victim of mening itis compla ins 
of severe headache and hig h fever. 
Na usea , 
vomiting, 
delirium

marked nervous sy mptoms, are other 
sig ns' tha t must not be overlooked. 
The disea se ma y easily be confused 
with other brain disorders, but the 
diag nosis is confirmed by ta pping the 
spinal canal and exa mining the fluid. 
This fluid is subjected to special tests. 
Many persons fear a spinal tap and 
often refuse permission for this va lu­ 
able aid in diagnosis. 
I believe this 
hesita ncy is due to a misconception 
and unwarranted fear of the test. Let 
me a ssure you, it is a ha rmless pro­ 
cedure. 
In ma ny insta nces, immedi­ 
a te relief from hea da che and other 
disturbing compla ints is experienced 
by the sufferer a fter a spinal tap. 
It 
relieves Increased

Its name Implies, Is an inflammation 
of, the covering membranes of the 
brain, or spinal cord. 
This Inflam- 


mation Is caused by a germ. Con- 
trary to a former conception, it Is not 
caused by one kind of "germ, but oue 
of several germs may cause the in- 
flammation. 
For example, 1t may be 


the result of the "pneumococcus", the 
germ of pneumonia. 
Or it may come 


from the typhoid fever germ, or the 
germ of the common cold or grippe. 
Still other germs may produce rnen- 
Smritls. 


,The disease is often confused with 


cerejDJ-osplnal fever. The latter is a 
serious and often fatal disease. It Is 
only caused by infection 
with one 


germ. This germ is called the men- 
ingococcus". 


Meningitis Is a highly contagious 


disease, easily spread from one per- 
son to another. The germ enters the 
body through an abrasion in the mu- 
•cous membrane of the nose or throat. 
From there, it reaches the

ing: of the brain or spinal cord where 
it produces a marked 
inflammation.

Symptoms of Meningitis 


i The victim of meningitis complains 
of severe headache and high fever. 
Nausea»" 
vomiting, 
delirium 
and 


marked ^nervous symptoms, are other 
signs' that must not be overlooked. 
The disease may easily be confused 
with other brain disorders, but the 
diagnosis Is confirmed by tapping the 
spinal canal and examining the fluid. 
This fluid is subjected to special tests. 


Many persons fear a spinal tap and 


often refuse permission for this valu- 
able aid in diagnosis. I believe this 
hesitancy is due to a misconception 
and unwarranted fear of the test. Let 
me assure you, it is a harmless pro- 
cedure. In many instances. Immedi- 
ate relief from headache and other 
disturbing complaints Is experienced 
by the sufferer after a spinal tap. It 
relieves Increased pressure on the 
brain and aids in combatting the In- 
fection'.
